IMPORTANT FACTORS 


IN CARE OF CHICKS 


Tht cart of the baby chick Is of 


greatttt Importance during the early 
part of the eblck'i life. 
Careless 


handling often retult* In loss of 
chick* and Mnnted growth, point* out 
D. H. Hall, «t»ntlon poultry specialist 
at Clemton collcfe, who adds the fol- 
lowing inggeitiona. 


In caring for the bafcr chicles the 
•nt thing that should be done is 'to 
see that they hare a good place to 
deep at night. The coops or the house 
where the baby ehlcks sleep should be 
kept clean, dry, and sanitary, should 
be free from lice and mites, and 
•honld afford protection from cats 
afld nocturnal Termln, auch as rats, 
which prey upon chicks. 


The mother of the' baby chicks 


should he 
confined in a coop or 


honse.'and the baby chicks should be 
allowed free range. If the mother is 
tonflned, the baby chicks will range 
•round the mother, but wilt remain 
within a limited area of her. In case 
of rain or hawks, the mother can call 
the baby chicks to her and protect 
them In the coop. 'When the mother is 
allowed free range, the weaker baby 
chicks will be lost or become so weak 
that they will die on the range. The 
mother vlll take the baby chicks out 
through damp grass and early morn- 
ing dew, thereby chilling then) and 
weakening their bodies down to where 
disease may easily overcome them. 


The baby chicks should be confined 


In early morning, while the mother 
hen should be confined at all times, if 
best results are to be obtained from 
the care of the baby chick, and the 
house should be kept dry and clean. 


Proper Amount of Feed 


for Flock of Chickens 


As to how much to feed, n question 


frequently asked, we can do no bettor 
than refer to the advice offered by the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture; "The feeder must use his own 
judgment in deciding how much grain 
to give the hens, ns the amount of 
feed which they will eat varies with 
the different pens and at different 
(seasons of the year. 
They will eat 


more feed In the spring while laying 
heavily than In the summer and fall 
when laying fewer eggs. A fair gen- 
eral estimate Is to feed about one 
quart of scratch grains and an equal 
•weight of mash (about 1% quarts) 
dally to 13 hens of the general purpose 
breeds, such as the Plymouth Rocks, 
Rhode Island Ileds or Wyandottes, or 
to 16 hens of the smaller or egg breeds. 
This wouW be about T1^ pounds of 
scratch grains and mash dally to 100 
Leghorns and about 0% pounds each 
to general purpose fowls. 
If hens 


hare free range or large runs contain- 
ing green food a general purpose lien 
will eat about To pounds of feed n. 
year and a Leghorn will eat iiliout 55 
pounds, in addition to the green stuff 
consumed."
